Acts of Parliament supplied to Public Departments in 1 844. 

This office has no contractor for printing Acts of Parliament, the service being limited by |>atent 
to Her Majesty’s printers ; but if the Public Departments in Ireland had been supplied through this 
office by the patent printers in England, the folio Acts charged at 4jd. per sheet would have been 
supplied at \ d. per sheet. In regard lo the 8vn. editions, no comparison can be furnished, as none 
such are printed in England. 



Promulgation Order for 1844. 

The 4to. Acts chculated by Messrs. Grierson under the Promulgation Order are not of the same 
size as the 410. edition circulated to magistrates, &c. by the Queen’s printers in England, the former 
being double jjot 410. in pica type, the latter demy 4to. in small pica type; hut as the pages of tlie 
two editions contain a nearly equal quantity, it will be seen that Messrs. Grierson’s edition being 
charged at 8 per sheet of eight pages, while the Queen’s primers in England charge only 1 Jrf. 
per sheet of eight pages, the difference is very considerable. It should, however, be stated, that the 
number of the 410. edition circulated by the Queen’s primers in England is nearly 2,000, while the 
circulation of Messrs. Grierson's edition is only 800 copies.

The Stationery-office cannot give a conaparative statement in detail, not^ having the bills or 
vouchers which have been paid in Ireland ; but, from a statement made out in the year 1833, 
appears that if the printing work for the public departments, executed by Messrs. Grierson, were 
executed by the Stationery-office contractor in Dublin, and the paper furnished from the Stationery- 
office store, it would cost little more than one-lhird part of Messrs. Griersons prices.

No inquiry has been made by the Stationery-office in regard to the prices of Bibles, Prayer 
Books or Testaments J nor does it seem to be required, inasmuch as the cumpetition of the Queen’s 
printers the universities, and the printers in Scotland, (since the trade has been thrown open in that 
part of the United Kingdom,) has reduced their prices to the lowest minimum point.
